Guest speaker for the dedica¬ 
tion was Texas Gov. John Con- 
nally. 

United Press International 
acclaimed the picture the most 
outstanding produced by Texas 
daily newspapers in 1966. The 
associated Press, with a divided 
photo category, judged it the top 
newsphoto in Texas dailies en¬ 
tered in the under 75,000 circu¬ 
lation division. The AP also 
named Arnold winner of the photo 
sweepstakes award in that divi¬ 
sion. 

The Shreveport newsman also 
was named winner of AP’s covet¬ 
ed photo journalism award for his 
coverage of the East Texas floods 
that claimed the lives of 11 per¬ 
sons. 

Arnold, 24, is a native of 
Tyler and before joining The 
Times last year was a feature 
writer-photographer for the Ty¬ 
ler Morning Telegraph. The pho¬ 
tos were taken while he was em¬ 
ployed at the Tyler paper.

“We are alloting an extra 
day,” Dr. Jenkins said for two 
reasons: “we haven’t missed for 
bad weather and I feel our stu¬ 
dents are better than average, 
so why not give them a pat-on- 
the-back?”

UT Always 'Searching 
For Best Students' 


Although the University of 
Texas has “all the students it 
wants,” says its director of ad¬ 
missions, “recruiting is the way 
to get better students.” 

Rex Jackson, UT director of 
admissions, on campus for an 
informal visit, says his university 
“welcomes junior college trans¬ 
fers because two years of col¬ 
lege usually weeds out the flunk¬ 
ies.” 

He is one of several Univer¬ 
sity representatives who has or 
ordinarily does visit the campus 
in the spring. Other colleges 
Counselor Herb Richardson nam¬ 
ed who have or will send rep¬ 
resentatives are Arlington State, 
Lamar Tech, Centenary (Shreve¬ 
port, La.), Sam Houston State, 
Baylor, Texas A&M, and Uni¬ 
versity of Houston. 

GRADE POINTS 

Jackson said scholastic re¬ 
quirements at UT include a 1.5 
grade point average for transfer 
students with less than 54 sem¬ 
ester hours and a 1.0 grade av¬ 
erage with 54 hours or more. At 
the University, as at TJC, “A” 
is 3 points per semester hour; 
“B,” 2; “C,”l; “D,” “E,” “F,” 
0 . 

He emphasized that grades 
made at other institutions are not 
changed. “All grades are NOT 
automatically changed to “C’s” 
on transfer to Texas.” 

Jackson stressed that an ap¬ 
plicant who does not make a sat¬ 
isfactory score on the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT), ACT, SCAT, 
or CQT tests will not be admit¬ 
ted. 

Texas residents-are required 
to score 800 on the verbal and 
mathematical portions of the 
SAT. Minimum score for Texas 
residents on the ACT is 18. 

Non-residents must score 


1,000 on the SAT if they took the 
test in high school, 1050 if they 
took the test after entering col¬ 
lege. 

D®S TRANSFERABLE 

He answered a frequent ques¬ 
tion about the transfer of D’s 
with the statement that “if your 
overall average on work passed 
at another school is equivalent to 
the University’s grade of “C,” 
credit for courses in which you 
made “D’s” will usually be al¬ 
lowed.” 

Third, Fifth 
Absences Are 
Keys To Drops 

A policy of dropping students 
from class rolls is in effect. 
Regulations are: 

(1) Upon the third reported 
absence, the registrar’s office 
mails a warning note to ’the par¬ 
ent. (2) Upon the fifth reported 
absence, the registrar’s office 
prepares a drop notice. 

The notice goes to the teacher 
concerned. He, in turn, indicates 
his opinion as to whether the stu¬ 
dent should be dropped. The 
signed form ’is then returned to 
the registrar with the proper in¬ 
dication. ' 

Registrar Kenneth Lewis said 
the policy is not new but the sy¬ 
stem of enforcing it is. 

“Students may be reinstated 
with the teacher’s permission 
one time,” he said. 

Students who drop a course 
before the first 12 weeks and are 
passing will receive an X on their 
transcripts; those failing will re¬ 
ceive an XF. Anyone who drops 
after the first 12 weeks receives 
an F. 


Sophomore Captures First 
National Speech Award 


The speech department’s first 
national award goes to a sopho¬ 
more pre-law major from Tyler. 

Sam Biscoe’s interpretation 
of “Nightmare at Noon” by 
Stephen Vincent Benet was rated 
first place in the poetry division 
of the national finals at Durant, 
Okla. 

Biscoe, a student of Dr. Jean 
Browne,head of the speech de¬ 
partment, wasin competition with 
juniors and seniors as well as 
freshmen. 

Dr. Browne says the judges 
were impressed with Biscoe’s in¬ 
terpretation of the poem--“they 
even asked to<see'‘his interpreta¬ 
tion, thinking he had done it 
phonetically.” 

This year the state contest 
will be held in mid-April at the 
University of Houston. 

Powers says that TJC will 
enter five of the six individual 
events and one double event plus 
debate. 

“Strongest rival”, according 
to Powers, “has always been Lon 
Morris Junior College.” 

Powers also expects Odessa 
Junior College to give some good 
competition. 

Forensics Director Lloyd 
Powers, who accompanied the 
group to Oklahoma, says “the 
significance of the contest is that 
competition is open to any col¬ 
lege over the United States. Sev¬ 
en or eight states were repre¬ 
sented and two other junior col¬ 
leges—Eastern Oklahoma A&M 
and Henderson County—compet¬ 
ed against TJC’. 

Entry subjects were poetry 
reading, extemporaneous speak¬ 
ing, oratory, and debate. 

Powers says TJC is “usually 
stronger in oratory and poetry 
reading.” 


Since 1960, TJC has twice won 
the Texas State Junior College 
Association Contest. 

Sophomore Dies 
In Lake Mishap 

Death came to 20-year old 
sophomore Richard Aden Hassell 
Saturday afternoon while swim¬ 
ming with three companions 
in Lake Tyler. 

His body was Recovered at 
9:18 p.m. Saturday near the place 
where his companions last saw 
him. 

Ha'ssell, a business major 
from Dallas had been in the lake 
about an hour when he and three 
friends, Bob O’Keefe and Kirk 
Everest, both of Houston, and 
Ronald A. Fulton of Chicago, all 
TJC students, spotted a boat 
some distance from shore. 
Thinking it to be unoccupied or in 
trouble, they swam toward it but 
turned back upon seeing a man 
and woman aboard. 

According to O’Keefe, Has¬ 
sell’s roommate at Bateman Hall, 
the four spread out and were 
swimming in deep water about 50 
yards from shore when he saw 
Hassell was in trouble and yelled 
to Fulton who was nearest the 
floundering boy. 

Fulton then swam to Hassell 
and attempted to rescue him. 

“He just seemed to freeze 
up,” Fulton said, “I’m sure he 
tried to call out to us but there 
was no sound. Once he attempt¬ 
ed to climb on my back, then 
just seemed to fall off and went 
under. By then, I was totally ex¬ 
hausted and about to lose all wind 
and strength so I swam toward 
safety.” 
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Others connected with the sta¬ 
tion are J.L. Jones, dorm di¬ 
rector at Bateman who furnished 
the space for a studio on third 
floor, four disc jockeys, a pub¬ 
lic relations man, and two stand¬ 
by disc jockeys. 

The station broadcasts from 
7 p.m. to midnight Monday 
through Thursday campus-wide.

The San Jacinto College Ra¬ 
vens took the second and deciding 
game of the Region 14 playoffs 
101-97. The win smashed the 
Apaches’ hopes of a second con¬ 
secutive trip to the National 
tournament in Hutchinson Kan. 
this week. 

The loss ran Tyler’s record 
to 31-5 for the season. 

In the first game of the ser¬ 
ies the Apaches fell to the hot- 
shooting Ravens 91-83. 

The Tribe earned the right to 
play San Jacinto by winning the 
North Zone tournament with wins 
over Lon Morris 76-67, Gray¬ 
son County 62-59, and Pailola 
99-77. 

San Jacinto won the South 
Zone tournament with wins over 
South Texas and Wharton County. 

Tyler opened the second game 
as if they were going to make the 
playoffs go for the full three 
games.

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Vice-President Potter Says One-Tenth 


Of Day Faculty Are Exes 




Approximately one-tenth of 
the full-time faculty have attend¬ 
ed Tyler Junior College, says 
Academic Vice-President E.M. 
Potter, an ex-student himself. 

Dr. Potter was a charter 
freshman here in 1926 when the 
faculty consisted of nine teach¬ 
ers, some of whom also taught at 
John Tyler High School. 

Today the number of full-time 
teachers exceeds the 93 student 
enrollment in 1926 by almost 50 
and Dr. Potter does the hiring.

Glover, a 1951-1953 student, 
says he is happy teaching here 
because he likes having made Ty¬ 
ler his home. “I’m as sold on 
the location as I am on the col¬ 
lege,” says Glover. 

All-American basketball 
player Richardson, one of the 
college’s four counselors,plan¬ 
ned to come back to TJC and 
coach after he graduated from 
college: “Coach Wagstaff had 

asked me to come back and be his 
assistant.” Richardson, whore- 
turned in 1957 as assistant bas¬ 
ketball coach, turned to counsel¬ 
ing two years ago. 

Accounting instructor Saleh 


returned to Tyler as a public 
accountant after receiving his 
master’s degree from North 
Texas State University. After 
teaching accounting in the evening 
college, he moved to the full¬ 
time day faculty in 1962 because 
“I enjoyed teaching quite a bit 
more than I thought I would.” 

Most exes agreed that the 
main difference between the time 
when they were students and now 
is the tremendous increase in en¬ 
rollment. Glover recalled that 
“When I was a student, there 
were only 500-600 students. Now 
there are almost six times that 
figure.” 

When counselor Tooker grad¬ 
uated in 1960, the students from 
the larger cities, such as Dal¬ 
las, Ft. Worth, and Houston, were 
just beginning to come to TJC. 
Tooker noted that “then it was 
still a rural-oriented school.” 

Another difference the exes 
see is the style and quality of 
campus clothes. “Today, the stu¬ 
dents are better dressed--when 
they want to be. When I was 
here, blue jeans were the stand¬ 
ard dress for boys,” said Tooker. 

The exes also feel that though 


the academic ability of students 
has not changed greatly, the pres¬ 
sures on the students are some¬ 
what greater. “The courses are 
harder and the teachers are grad¬ 
ing more strictly today,” notes 
Tooker. 

Richardson and Tooker feel 
that spending two years at TJC 
made them want to continue their 
education. In Richardson’s case, 
the influence was Coach Wag- 
staff. “Coach started me in 
school and influenced me to stay 
with it, even though I hadn’t plan¬ 
ned to go to college. 

Tooker, who came to TJC with 
average grades, said that after 
his sophomore year here, his 
grades had shown a steady im¬ 
provement. “In my last year 
of graduate school at Texas A&M, 
I made all A’s.” 

Although exes returning to 
teach are not given priority over 
other teachers, they do have 
certain advantages over the other 
applicants, ,says Dr. Potter. 

The exes are at “a definite 
advantage because they are al¬ 
ready somewhat familiar with 
school policies and philosophies. 
We feel that a person who goes 


BALL SUGGESTS AN EARLY LOOK 


Senate Head Explains April Elections 


Student Senate President Mike 
Ball believes it is not too early 
for students to begin thinking a- 
bout Student Senate elections 
April 17. 

He suggests an early look at 
the candidates so the voters “will 
know the candidates and their 
qualifications long before the 
election. 

“This is especially impor¬ 
tant to members of the freshman, 
class,” said Ball, “because they 
must elect leaders who will rep¬ 
resent the student body well next 
year.” 

If students will begin thinking 
and talking about the election 
early they might be able to en¬ 
courage hesitant students to run 
for office, he said. 

“Too, qualified students may 
not run for an office because 
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they think they don’t have a chance 
to be elected,” continued Ball, 
“but with a little encouragement 
these students might be persuad¬ 
ed to run.” 

Emphasizing the need for 
early preparation, the Senate 
president pointed out that the 
voter cannot cast an intelligent 
ballot unless he knows what the 
candidate stands for. 

“Voting in an election without 
knov/ing the candidates,” said 
Ball, “is like taking a test with¬ 
out being prepared.” 

For this reason he suggests 
tljat students begin thinking about 
candidates whom they believe will 
be qualified to serve as Senate 
officers. 

To help the student vote more 
intelligently or to help persuade 
his friends to run for a Senate 
office, Ball lists several qual¬ 
ifications to look for in a candi¬ 
date: leadership, desire, and good 
moral character. 

From experience he finds 
leadership is important because 
Senate officers do a major part 
of promoting and planning of ac¬ 
tivities for the year. 

“And because so much of his 
time is demanded, it is necessary 
that an officer have the desire to 
stick with his job although at 
times there are other things he 
had rather do,” said Ball. 

“If an officer is to be a lead¬ 
er, he must be a leader in every 
phase. He must have the respect 


of the student body,” said Ball, 
“and for this reason it is neces¬ 
sary that the officer have good 
moral character.” 

A candidate for a senate of¬ 
fice must have a C average and 
he must be a full time day stu¬ 
dent carrying at least 12 hours. 


through our school is a top pros¬ 
pect because TJC graduates are 
the cream of the crop anywhere.” 

The exes, too, feel that be¬ 
ing a student here at one time 
makes it easier to teach here. 1 
Saleh feels that being an ex¬ 
student made it easier to get a 
job because he “was not an un¬ 
known quantity to the administra¬ 
tion.” Counselor Richardson 
says his return to the campus as 
a coach was easier because “the 
teachers welcomed me back and 
encouraged me in my work.” 

Glover and Tooker were in 
agreement about the possibilities 
of TJC in the future. “This 
school has the academic potential 
to become the best junior college 
in the nation,” says Glover. 
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
